WASHINGTON —(IP)— Tumultuous 


scenes have marked the two occasions 
in American political history when 
the election of a President has been 
thrown into the house of representa- 
tives. 


Charged by the constitution with 


choosing the chief executive when a 
presidential candidates fails to re- 
ceive a clear majority of electoral 
votes, the house performed this task 
in both 1801 and 1825. 


The senate chose the vice president 


" for the only time in American history 


after the election of 1836. 


In the election of 1800, Thomas Jef- 


ferson and Aaron Burr received 73 
electoral votes each, thus leaving it to 
the house to say which should be Pres- 
ident. 


February 11, 1801, was the date set 


for making the choice. 


'Assassination Threats' 


Feeling ran high in Washington on 


the eve of the balloting. 


"For several days previous," reports 


the New York Daily Advertiser, "men 
of the most abandoned and profligate 
character flocked to the city and it is 
the opinion of every sensible man here 
violent measures would have been re- 
sorted to to thrust Mr. Jefferson into 
the chair." 


Another newspaper reported 
that 


letters were being written to the sup- 
porters of Burr in the house "threaten- 
ing them witli assa.sKinalion."

fuge in the ancient fortress. How many 
still live after the bombardments am 
explosion of two tons of dynamite no 
one knew. 


The women and children, it was be 


lievcd were herded into the dark un- 
derground dungeons beneath the fort 
rcss. 


Only one thing appeared certain— 


the male defenders still alive withii 
the citadel would die rather than sur 
render and be executed as the gov 
crnmcnt assured them they would be 


Their machine guns hot from almos 


steady firing during the last three 
days, the garrison's defenders tonight 
were subjected to another artillery 
bombardment. 


New gasoline fires were started in 


various parts of the Alcazar by groups 
of government militiamen still on duty. 


The insurgent machine gun nests 


were picked off one by one by a gov- 
ernment field piece set up in the base- 
ment of a hospital. 


Sniping rattled continually during 


the night as mechanics worked to re- 
pair the tank which had played an 
important part in the government's 
attack on the fortress Friday.

1' Swanke's career as a theatrical man- 
ager is long and interesting. It started 
16 years ago. After leaving the Mil- 
waukee Journel he came South to join 
the advertising staff of the Fort Worth 
Press. 'It Was there that Pierre Levy, 
a well-known Texas showman, talked 
Swanke out of the newspaper busi- 
ness and into the show world. 
1 It' was shortly afterward that Levy 
tipped Swanke to his first venture into 
.the. show, game! L. B. Clark of El 
>U$i4gr A^k., :was ^ne§fUsf ajj> adver- 
tising' man! . '. . Swa'nfonfio'ppeti to the 
telephone and after a very few minutes 
talfc convinced Clarke that he, Swanke, 
"was the greatest exploitation man 
that ever came South." 


Swanke got the job. 
After two years with Clark he join- 


ed up with .William Smith at Tulsa, 
only to return to Clark at El Dorado 
six months, later. From El Dorado he 
accepted a Saenger offer, going first 
to Jactisori, 'Miss., 'and later, to Baton 
.Rouge, La. \ 


From there it was a hop, skip and 


jump, first to Stuttgart' where he 
joined Arkansas Amusement company, 
now knOwn as Malco, the present com- 
pany by which he is employed. 
' From Stuttgart he' again went to 
Tulsa,, and from there to-the Publix 
organization. His first assignment was 
Des Moines. Winter coming on, and, 
having had his first real taste of Dixie, 
he asked to be transferred South. He 
was sent to Anderson, S. C., arriving 
in time to help install the first talking 
picture equipment there. 


After a year and a half he was trans- 


ferred to the advertising department of 
Publix at Dallas, and shortly after- 
ward went to ElPaso , where he re- 
mained for a year. Leaving El Paso 
he joined Fox Pictures at Beloit, Wis. 
Again the cold weather came on. He 
wired his old friend M. S. McCord, at 
Little Rock, that he wanted to come 
South where it was warm, McCord 
wiring in return "report at Helena at 
once." Needless to say, Swanke did. 


From Helena he was sent to Pine 


Bluff, then back to Helena only to 
come to Hope four months later where 
he lias been the last four years. 


The above, in summarized form, 


amounts to seven states and 15 cities. 


Is Ninth Manager 


Swanke is the last of the many man- 


agers who. have had charge of the 
Saenger here since its opening nine 
years ago this Wednesday. Guy B. 
Snow, now with Malco at Newport, 
was the first local manager. He was 
followed 
by Robert Norman, Jack 


Eaves, Matt Press, Howard Schuster, 
Elmer Hecht, Elliott Johnson, Brian 
Clapp. 


Swanke has been maintained as 


manager for a longer period than any 
of his predecessors, and has been the 
only man to put the theater on a pay- 
ing basis, despite the fact that he came 
here during the depression. Only last 
week he announced that the Saenger 
would resume daily matinees for the 
first time since 1931. 


Improving business conditions jus- 


tified the expansion of the theater's 
program and the attendance to date 
has been pleasing. It was less than a 
year ago that Malco purchased the 
Saenger property from J. P. Brundidge.

of sound, he thought it was a toss up 
as far as he was personally concerned 
between "Mutiny on the Bounty" and 
"Death Takes a Holiday."

Injuries Demand Prompt Diagnosis to Determine If 


Bones Are Broken

„*• .ithe first step is to find out how serious 


> the injury is, so that the correct treat- 


ment may be applied. 


It is necessary to know whether 


bones have • been broken. For this 
purpose, an X-ray picture is the most 


, certain method of getting definite in- 


formation. Any bruising or bleeding 
must be properly treated and controll- 
ed. If the skin has been damaged, it 
must have cleanliness and protection. 


A doctor diagnoses the presence of a 


" brflken bone by the. amount of hem- 
-..orrhage that takes place, the swelling, 


the pain, the imovability of the frag- 
ments or loose, ends of the broken bone, 
and many other well known symp- 
tpms. Then he arranges to get the 


4 parts back into proper relationship 
' With each other, and to keep them in 
' i the correct position until healing oc- 


curs.

f 'Jpefore the doctor - comes, it is wise 


td place the Injured part completely 
at rest, and to hold it still With a suit- 
<dble- splint. There .are, of course, 
ready-made 'and adjustable splints 
with which every doctor is familiar. 


A home-made splint is sometimes 


made by folding a large magazine or 
newspaper many times about the in- 
jured limb, and then holding it in 


place with handkerchiefs tied at vari- 
ous levels. 


If, however, the person who is ap- 


plying the first aid measure is not ab- 
solutely .certain of what to do, he or 
she should make the patient rest and 
keep him absolutely quiet until the 
doctor comes. 


Whenever a person is struck with 


sufficient force, the tissues of his body 
are bruised. The first symptom of a 
bruise is pain. This is usually follow- 
er by redness and swelling. Later, the 
blood that has escaped from the blood 
vessels into the skin becomes coagu- 
lated, and the tissues turn black and 
blue. Gradually the blood clot is ab- 
sorbed. During the process of ab- 
sorption the solid blood material 
changes into fluid. At the same time 
the bruised area changes from brown 
to yellow and gradually disappears. 


For the most ordinary bruises, little 


immediate treatment 
is 
necessary. 


Small towels folded to make suitably 
thick pads may be soaked in ice water 
and applied directly over the bruises. 
This will lessen the pain. An icebag 
filled with- ice cubes, or fairly large 
pieces of ice, will supply cold to the 
bruised areas for a long time without 
much attention by those who are doing 
the nursing.

Stern Young Moralist Imposes High Standard

out gloves. It concerns the child's 
worry about his parents'.: moral con-

•„ The parents may "be the very essence 
of purity, but if the boy or girl gets it 
into his or her head that all is not 
right, according to their puritanical 
young consciences, we have one of the 
greatest factors in the world for unex- 
plained conduct. 


I am not speaking of immorality in 


parents, but of the imagined foolish- 
nees or indiscretions that the child 
may pick up and exaggerate from the 
most infinitesimal causes. 


One day a lady called, the next day 


after a party, and. teased her friend 
about a dipn£** .partner who had been 
most attentivel The hostess' small 
daughter was listening, although they 
thought she was reading a book. For 
days thereafter the child was unbear- 
able and cross, and no one could make 
it out. Long later, the man's name 
came up at dinner and the little girl 
burst into tears. "Oh, that old, old 
fool!" she screamed. "I hate him." 


She had never even seen the man. 


Memory flew swiftly, and her mother 
sensed the moment of the damage. 
She'asked the man and his wife to 


'dinner and bridge. The little girl 


was present. The man paid his host- 
ess the most courtly attention, and the 
father paid his feminine guest some 
compliments. Little by little the child 
was drawn into the warmth of the 


meeting. It was all so natural that she 
forgot about the silly remarks of the 
caller. And not one word had been 
said to her. A denial would only have 
made things worse. 


Child Is Sensitive 


But there is a great lesson to be 


learned from it, I think. Children are 
more sensitive about their parents than 
anyone else in the world. Far more 
sensitive than they are about them- 
selves. They cringe if they think their 
beloveds are overstepping the bounds 
of good taste. What must some of 
them think when their mothers and 
fathers some in half-seas-over from 
drink? They suffer and they don't 
forget. In time they may get accus- 
tomed to the idea so that it does not 
shock, but humiliation is not cured so 
easily. 
\ 


True, it is impossible to regulate 


one's life entirely in conformity with 
the rigid standards of childhood. But 
who is responsible for these high 
ideals, if not ourselves, who have in- 
grained them? Are we to be the first 
to shatter them? I think not. To bear 
a child means that we cannot wash 
our hands of duty toward him as far 
as our own personal indulgence is 
concerned. Whether we would change 
it or not, we can not. In time the 
child adjusts himself to the real world 
and its deviations, but, while he is a 
child, his standards will be almost 
cruelly strict. This should not be for- 
gotten.

City "Machines" 
Important to F. D. 


N o m i n a l l y Democratic, 


But Will They Wofk to 


Turn Out tne Vote?

One little-publlclted aspect of the 


Presidential campaign Is the grent re- 
liance placed by the Democratic field 
mnrslmls on the big-city politiefll mn- 
chines. 


In soitie respects the situation Is an- 


ornolous. In the public mind 
(lie 


licosevclt 
administration 
hns been 


identified with idealism and the brain 
trust. Its vocal following is mnde up 
largely of those interested in "a cause.' 
Daily it is indicated by the opposition 
on a charge of having elevated thor- 
ists, novices and impractical zealots 
to places of high responsibility. 


In the quieter precintcs where the 


political wur plans are made, however, 
sit very practical men indeed. At sev- 
eral of the most important sailients the 
tower of Democratic hope is a political 
organization of long experience and 
definite determination. It is not en- 
tirely inconceivable that'the outcome 
in these particular salients may spell 
national defeat or victory, regardless 
of the noise and fury elsewhere. 


Will Tammany deliver in Now York? 


Will Hague come across In New Jersey. 
Can Guffey swing Pennsylvania? How 
is Pcndcrgast doing in Missouri? Will 
Kelly provide the needed majority in 
Illinois? 


Very, very generaly will the Demo- 


cratic managers at headquarters watch 
for the answers to these questions 
when the returns begin to trickle in on 
election night. 


Could Swing Election 


The five states mentioned huve, 


nmcng them, 143 electoral voles. Add- 
ed to the solid south, they would be 
more than scfficient to elect a bresi- 
dent. In all of them, the rural sections 
normally are Republican; they go 
Democratic only when the Democratic 
organization rolls up an overbalacing 
majority in the cities. 


Iti s worth nothing also that each of 


the five organizations named has been 
doing very well for itself recently. 


In 1935 Tammany made tremendous 


gains in New York City. In the same 
year, in Chicago, the Kellyites carried 
the city by the uniirecendented ma- 
jority of C:tO,000, and Frank Hague es- 
tablished a new high for Democratic 
pluralities in his urban bailiwick 
northern New Jersey. 


The Guffey organization in Penn-

sylvania had its latest test 
in 1934, 
when it elected both a governor and a 
senator in that traditional Republican 
-stronghold. As late as August 4, 193C, 
the Pendergast machine in Missouri 
won one of the most impressive intra- 
party primary victories in its history. 


All of these five states are hotly-de- 


bated territory in the 1936 election. 
Probably 
few 
Republican 
leaders 


would dispute that if all five are 
pushed into the Democratic column 
by the strength of their five powerful 
big-city machines, Mr. Roosevelt cer- 
tainly will be- reelected. 


Will They Cooperate? 


Strangely enough when the practi- 


cal politicians consider this situation, 
the question asked oftenest is not 
whether the big five among Demo- 
cratic machines will be able to deliv- 
er their stales and the presidency, but 
whether they will choose to do so. 


Outwardly, all five are for Roose- 


velt. But the ways of machine poli- 
tics sometimes are strange and in- 
scrutable. Very often a political boss 
"rises above party" and puts local con- 
siderations ahead of the interests of 
the national ticket. He just conven- 
iently forgets to "put on the heat." 


Tammany really turned out the vote 


for Roosevelt in 1932, but failed to do 
so for Al Smith, one of its own, in 
1928. Now Tammany is having inter- 
nal trouble; will it be too much of a 
strain on those troubles to apply the 
pressure for Roosevelt in 1936? Until 
recently, at least, the official word to 
roll up the vote had not gone down 
the line from the wigwam. 


Mayor Kelly in Chicago had a resi- 


ous falling out some wek ago with 
Democratic Governor Horner; later a 
reconciliation was announced, but it 
can only be conjectured what scars 
remain.

A Book a Day 


By Bruce Catton 


Bounty's "Villain" Appears in New 


Light, In Biography 


William Bligh, one-time captain of 


bis majesty's ship, Bounty, is firmly 
fixed in our minds as one of history's 
nil-time heels. A fine novel and a 
fine movie have portrayed him as nn 
unconscionable tyrant who drove good 
seamen ot mutiny, and his place in the 
hull of scoundrels seemed assured. 


Nevertheless, it appears Bligh wasn't 


» bud sort, after all. There it at hand 
currently a scholarly and authoritative 
biography of the man—-"The Life of 
Vice Admiral Bligh" by George Maek- 
nncss (Farrar & Rinehart: $5)—and it 
presents him in an entirely diferent 
light. 


Mr. Mackaness has labored mightily 


to be fair. He has also dredged up 
every scrap of biographical material 
on the captain, and this book probably 
will be the authority on Bligh hence- 
forward. And it is his conclusion that 
Bligh was a pretty good sort of man, 
both as a human being and as a naval 
officer. 


The Bounty mutiny, Mackaness as- 


serts, was due far less to Bligh's tyran- 
ny than to crew's hankering for the 
chocolate-brown fleshpots of Tahiti- 
arid to the fact that Fletcher Christian 
was a born trouble-maker. Bligh, the 
author finds1, was no worse than oth- 
er British naval officers of his day; 
was, in fact, probably more thoughtful 
of the comfort and well-being of his 
men than the average. 


He had a distinguished life. Trouble 


did dog his footsteps, and in the last 
phase of his career, as governor of 
New South Wales, lie ran into a revo- 
lution. But he did his duty according 
to his lights; he was an extremely cap- 
able and efficient naval officer and a 
humane God-fearing man; and in the 
great mutiny of the Nore, in 1797, Bligh 
wa:; one of the few ship captains 
against whom the mutinous seamen 
had no pai tciular complaint.

7. Jefferson was elected by the votes 
if 10 states to four for Burr and two 
iiliink. 


The manner of the last ballot was 


trrangcd but a few minutes before the 
vote was taken," a Burr supporter said 
iflerwarcls, "The means exislcd of 
electing Burr, but this required his 
co-operation. By deceiving one man 
(a great blockhead) and tempting two 
(not incorruptible) he might have se- 
cured a majority of the states." 


Victory Parade 


Burr took his defeat in good grace. 
Supporters of Jefferson were wild 


with joy. The New York Daily Adver- 
tiser says on February 18: 


"After the presidential election last 


evening a band of Republicans (Jeffer- 
son's parly), consisting of the most 
worthless wretches assembled in Wash- 
ngton, marched from one end of the 
:ity to the other and attempted to 
compel the citizens to illuminate their 
ionics. When one Burr adherent re- 
fused, the mob left him Imprecating 
vengeance." 


The election of 1825 in the house, 


while not so dramatic nevertheless 
abounded with color. 


In the campaign of 1824 none of the 


three candidates received a majority of 
electoral votes. Andrew Jackson cap- 
tured 99, John Quincy Adams 84, and 
William H. Crawford 41. 


Report Bargaining Attempt 


A sensational rumor that Adams 


supporters had approached Henry Clay, 
then speaker of the house, with an of- 
fer of secretary of state if he would 
support Adams; and thai Clay, in turn, 
had approached Ihe Jackson forces 
with a tender of his support for a sim- 
ilar reward had rocked the country. 


The Washington National Intelligen- 


cer reported on the day previous to the 
election that: "Great 
numbers of 


strangers have been attracted to the 
city. By tomorrow night there will 
not be a bed to be had in the city for 
love or money."

Dykes has 
slowed up a bit around third base, but 
he still has one of the best throwing 
arms in the business. And then, too, 
how was Connie Mack to know that 
he was turning over a potentially 
great manager to the White Sox? 


Lucky—And Smart 


Jimmy Dykes has gon his spurs as a 


big league manager. There is no doubt 
about that. He knows how to play 
ball, but, even more important, he 
knows ho wto handle men nad how 
to make them work for him. It hasn't 
been all luck with Dykes in the mat- 
ter of picking up ball players who 
had, to all appearances, outlived their 
usefulness, or had failed to measure 
up to the big league standard. He 
sized them up on what they were cap- 
able of doing, not what their records 
showed. He has been right in too 
many instnaces to call it luck. 


Take the case of Vernon Kennedy, 


the leading Sox hurler and the first 
pitcher to ring up 20 victories in the 
American league this season. Connie 
Mack had Kennedy's contract, but 
turned him loose after a trial. 


Dykes took a flyer on Bill Diethich, 


another castoff who failed to hold on

A Carlson, superintendent of the 


Poinsett Lumber company, described 
methods of that company regarding 
tenancy. 
Of 300 carefully 
selected 


tenants for hom£ ownership, he said 
1214 per cent failed to fully make the 
grade. Tho company takes one-fourth 
of the cotton raised and charges three 
per cent interest. Of the 75 per cent 
remaining, the tenant makes a payment 
on the land, repays the company for 
the taxes that had to be paid and pays 
for supplies received. The company 
insists that every man must have a 
garden, and 50 per cent of them ob- 
jected, even though the land was of- 
fered free. A clause that obligated the 
keeping of cows also received a pro- 
test. "Because," explained Carlson," 
it is much more pleasant and conven- 
ient for a man to go fishing when not 
raising cotton than it is to look after 
the cows and milk them."

F. D. R. Follows Precedent 


In the case of Mr. Roosevelt, the re- 


versal of form is especially notable 
because he is following presidential 
precedent. 


o a d i 
his disregard of tradi- 


Won, pa-flifeiuiirty the tradition of 
pttsldenttJ aloofness. Polteally, he 
has looked Upon hmself as ft resist, 
unfettered by the forms and pretenses 
whch have Surrounded so many of his 
predecessors. 


Now he follows the course of cus- 


tom by speaking almost as though he 
were uhaware that a presidential cam- 
paign was in progress. 


It is true he has embellished the 


precedent somewhat, adding a finesse 
which many other presidents have 
lacked. He has accomplished an obli- 
que approach to political subjects, stip- 
ulating that he is not speaking or act- 
Ing from political motives in cases 
where the actual political effect has 
been clear to everyone. 


At the celebrated tax conference he 


made no public statement at all; oth- 
ers announced no tax Increases were 
impendlny. He left it to the insur- 
ance executives to say from the White 
House steps that their companies were 
sounder thaA ever. Without a men- 
tion of politics, his advisers are giving 
but almost dally hints that the foreign 


situation makes 1938 a bttd UmVto 
change horses. 


On the Republican side there IS no 


prospect that tactics will change. Mr. 
Landon now is thoroughly committed 
to the road; the front porch campaign 
advocated by some of his friends no 
longer is a possibility, even if It Were 
deemed advisable. A change at this 
stage would be interpreted widely as 
a retreat. 


Regarding Mr. Roosevelt, opinions 


differ. That he will make some pure- 
ly political speeches, and himself label 
them as such, seems certain. There 
arc those who think it will not be long 
until he answers unreservedly the call 
to which he has responded so often be- 
fore, and abandons the oblique ap- 
proach for the direct. 


What about the wisdom of cam- 


paign swings by presidential nomi- 
nees? The record supports only in 
part the old belief that they almost 
always do more harm than good; and 
besides every campaign year has Its 
own set of circumstances. The elec- 
tion returns will tell.

driven for Theodore Roosevelt, William 
Howard Taft, Woodrow Wilson and 
Herbert Hoover before he piloted the 
present chief executive through the 
city streets to the scene of the seven- 


itftie ratty here. 


Keeps to 35 on Highway 


The stocky "driver of residents" docs 


not recall exactly how he happened to 
get the job. 
"I' was the first automobile dealer 


In the south," he says, "anil had been 
driving since 1900. I guess they just 
had confidence In me." 


The job does not make him nervous, 


he says, but "I naturally feel the re- 
sponsibility." He always drives more 
carefuly, keeping the automobile at 
a speed of 35 miles nn hour between 
towns and 15 through them. 


Must Slay at Wheel 


Perhaps the most Impressive thing

the presidential car. There was no 
police escort. 


Wilsons Held Hands 


"Presiuent and Mrs. Wilson sat In 


the back seat," "fiarrlnger recalls. "I 
could see them In the rear view mir- 
ror. They held hands and he whistled 


th* 'Memphis Blues* tieflrly *fl th* 
Way. The president knew rtty fl*rne 
and talked to me. It was fcrobabty 
the most enjoyable trip of all.",
